Installation 

1 Read and Follow Instructions— All the safety and 
operating instructions should be read before the product 
is operated. Follow all operating instructions. 

2 Retain Instructions— The safety and operating 
instructions should be retained for future reference. 

3 Heed Warnings— Comply with all warnings on the product and in 
the operating instructions. 

4 Polarization/Grounding— This product is equipped with either a 
polarized, non-polarized, or a grounding type power cord plug. If 
equipped with the non-polarized type (two blades of identical size), 
the following does not apply. 

A polarized power plug (two blades, one wider than the other) 
will fit into a power receptacle only one way. This is a safety 
feature. Do not defeat it. If you are unable to insert the plug fully, 
try reversing it, or have an electrician change the receptacle. If 
you need an extension cord, use only a polarized extension cord.

Example of Antenna Grounding 
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Power Lines— An outside antenna system should not be located in the 
vicinity of overhead power lines, other electric light or power circuits, 
or where it can fall into such power lines or circuits. When installing 
an outside antenna system, extreme care should be taken to keep from 
touching or approaching such power lines or circuits as contact with 
them might be fatal. Installing an outdoor antenna can be hazardous 
and should be left to a professional antenna installer. 



Use 
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Cleaning— Unplug this product from the wall outlet before cleaning. Do 
not use liquid cleaners or aerosol cleaners. Use a damp cloth for cleaning. 
Object and Liquid Entry— Never push objects of any kind into this 
product through openings as they may touch dangerous voltage or 
"short-out" parts that could result in a fire or electric shock.

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Introduction to Digital TV 



A Guide to Digital TV 

What is Digital Television? 

Digital television (DTV) is a new way of transmitting high quality video and audio to your TV set. Using DTV, broadcasters can digitally transmit high- 
definition and standard-definition TV (HDTV and SDTV) images, digital audio, and new services such as multicasting (transmitting more than one program 
on the same TV channel) and datacasting (providing electronic program guides). Several of these services can be combined into a single digital broadcast. 

Digital Television Formats 

DTV programs are transmitted in two different formats: 

SDTV program formats include 480-line interlaced (480i) and 480-line progressive (480p) video. 480i programs are essentially a digital version of our 
current analog TV programs, while the 480p format offers improved image detail over 480i. Some 480p programs are broadcast in widescreen (16:9) 
and are comparable to progressive-scan DVD movies in image quality. 

HDTV program formats include 1080-line interlaced (1080i) and 720-line progressive (720p). Both HDTV formats are always broadcast in widescreen, 
and both offer much higher picture quality than SDTV. 

Digital Audio 

DTV broadcasts can include a variety of digital audio formats. Many HDTV programs are now broadcast with Dolby Digital* 5.1 soundtracks. 

Datacasting 

DTV can transmit additional information along with the program signal, including program guide information, which lets you choose programs from a 
detailed program guide or get more information about a specific program (if available). 

DTV-Ready Monitors/TVs vs. Analog TV Sets 

You can connect your HDTV Tuner to a DTV-ready television/monitor (an HD monitor, for example) or to a regular analog TV set. If you already own a 
DTV-ready TV with DVI-HDTV, RGB or component video inputs, you can use any one of these inputs to connect your HDTV Tuner. 

DTV connections typically provide the highest quality video and audio. You can also use an analog TV with your HDTV Tuner to view DTV broadcasts by 
connecting the HDTV Tuner to your composite (yellow RCA jack) or S-video (black circular jack) input, as well as connecting stereo audio inputs. While 
the picture quality won't be as good as you'd see on a DTV-ready TV set, it should be as good or slightly better than analog TV broadcasts. 

Digital TV FAQs 

1. Is the antenna I use for existing TV reception good enough for DTV? 

Over-the-air (OTA) digital TV broadcasting uses the same channels as analog TV and works well with many existing TV antennas. However, DTV 
broadcast channel assignments are different than analog channels. You should find out whether your local DTV broadcasts are on VHF (channels 2- 
13) or UHF (channels 14-69) to see if you need a different antenna. If your DTV channels are on UHF and you already get good UHF reception, your 
present antenna may work fine. The same is true for VHF DTV reception. Note that in some markets, both VHF and UHF channels are used for DTV 
broadcasts. Please check your local listings for the latest DTV channel assignments in your area, or visit your local broadcasters' web sites for more 
information. 

2. How difficult is it to receive DTV signals indoors? 

This depends on several factors: 

• how close you are to the transmission tower sending the broadcast signal 

• whether the station is broadcasting at full-strength 

• how large your antenna is 

• how high you've mounted your antenna 

Once the DTV signal level exceeds a certain threshold at the receiver, the digital video and audio data is decoded at the same quality it was originally 
encoded for broadcast. This is a big advantage for DTV over analog TV - there is no noise, video ghosting, video static, or scratchy audio.

Chapter 1 : Connections ft Setup 



Things To Consider Before You Connect Components 

Protect Your Components from Power Surges 

• Connect all components before plugging any power cords into the wall outlet. 

• Always turn off the HDTV Tuner, TV/monitor and other components before you connect or disconnect any cables. 

Position Cables Correctly to Avoid Audio Hum or Interference 

• Insert all cable plugs firmly into their jacks. 

• Place the Audio/Video (A/V) cables to the sides of the TV's back panel instead of straight down the middle after you connect your 
components. 

• Try not to coil any twin-lead cables and keep them away from the A/V cables as much as possible. 

• Make sure all antennas and cables are properly grounded. See page 1 for more information. 

Protect Your Components from Overheating 

• Do not block ventilation holes in any of the components. Arrange the components so that air can circulate freely. Remove any sales 
or promotional materials attached to the product. 

• Do not stack components. 

• Allow adequate ventilation when placing components in a stand. 

• Place an amplifier or receiver on the top shelf of the stand so heated air rising from it will not flow around other components. 

Choose Your Connection 

How you connect your HDTV Tuner to your TV or monitor depends on the jacks available on your TV or monitor. Please use the following 
chart to determine which kind of connection you should use based on the kind of input jacks your TV or monitor offers. Proceed to the 
appropriate page and connect your HDTV Tuner. For more information about the relationship between jacks, cables and the quality of 
the signal you see on your monitor or TV, go to page 32.

Connection 1 : HDTV Tuner + Monitor with DVI / Component Video jacks 

1. Connect an off-air signal to the HDTV Tuner. 

Use a coaxial cable (usually included with an off-air antenna) to connect an off-air antenna to the AIR jack on the back of your 
HDTV Tuner. 

2. Connect your cable signal to the HDTV Tuner. 

Connect the coaxial cable from your cable outlet to the CABLE jack on the back of your HDTV Tuner. 

3. Make the video connection that matches your monitor's input jacks: 

a. Best Connection: DVI-HDTV 

Connect a DVI-HDTV cable (not supplied) to the DVI-HDTV/RGB OUT jack on the back of the HDTV Tuner. Connect the other end 
of the cable to the DVI input on the back of your monitor. 

Note: Not all monitors with a DVI input support a DVI-HDTV signal. Check the user's manual that came with your monitor to see if it 
supports DVI-HDTV signals. 

b. Very Good Connection: Component Video 

Connect the ends of the component video cables to the COMPONENT OUT jacks on the HDTV Tuner. Connect the other ends of 
the component video cables to the corresponding input jacks on the back of the TV or monitor. 

Note: Make sure you connect jacks corresponding to their labels. For example, the PR output on the HDTV Tuner should be connected to 
the PR input on the monitor, the PB output to the PB input, and the Y output to Y input. Make sure you use video-grade video cables. 

4. Make the audio connection. 

Connect a pair of RCA-type cables to the AUDIO jacks in the COMPONENT OUT section of the back of your HDTV Tuner. Connect the 
other ends of the cables to the audio input jacks on the back of your TV, monitor (shown above) or audio receiver (not shown). Make 
sure you match the Left (white) output with the Left input and the Right (red) output with the Right input. 

See pages 8 and 9 for instructions on how to connect a digital audio receiver to your HDTV Tuner. 

5. Set the DTV OUT SELECT switch on the HDTV Tuner to match your video connection. 

If you used the DVI-HDTV connection, set the DTV OUT SELECT switch to DVI-HDTV/RGB. 
If you used the Component Video connection, set the DTV OUT SELECT switch to YPbPr. 

6. Set the RESOLUTION SELECT switch to the DTV resolution setting that looks the best on your monitor or TV (1080i, 720p, 
480p or 480i). 

Note: See your monitor or TV user's guide for information regarding its native video resolution.

Connection 2: HDTV Tuner + Monitor with RGB jack 

1. Connect an off-air signal to the HDTV Tuner. 

Use a coaxial cable (usually included with an off-air antenna) to connect an off-air antenna to the AIR jack on the back of your 
HDTV Tuner. 

2. Connect your cable signal to the HDTV Tuner. 

Connect the coaxial cable from your cable outlet to the CABLE jack on the back of your HDTV Tuner. 

3. Connect the DVI-RGB adapter (included) to one end of an RGB cable (not supplied). 

4. Connect the DVI-RGB adapter (with the RGB cable attached) to the DVI- HDTV/RGB OUT jack on the back of the HDTV Tuner. 
Connect the other end of the RGB cable to the RGB input on the back of your monitor. 

5. Make the audio connection. 

Connect a pair of RCA-type cables to the AUDIO jacks in the COMPONENT OUT section of the back of your HDTV Tuner. Connect the 
other ends of the cables to the audio input jacks on the back of your TV, monitor (shown above) or audio receiver (not shown). Make 
sure you match the Left (white) output with the Left input and the Right (red) output with the Right input. 

See pages 8 and 9 for instructions on how to connect a digital audio receiver to your HDTV Tuner. 

6. Set the DTV OUT SELECT switch on the HDTV Tuner to DVI-HDTV/RGB. 

7. Set the RESOLUTION SELECT switch to the DTV resolution setting that looks the best on your monitor or TV - 1080i, 720p, 
480p or 480i. 

Note: See your monitor or TV user's guide for information regarding its native video resolution.

Connection 3: HDTV Tuner + Analog TV / Monitor 

1. Connect an off-air signal to the HDTV Tuner. 

Use a coaxial cable (usually included with an off-air antenna) to connect an off-air antenna to the AIR jack on the back of your 
HDTV Tuner. 

2. Connect your cable signal to the HDTV Tuner. 

Connect the coaxial cable from your cable outlet to the CABLE jack on the back of your HDTV Tuner. 

3. Make the video connection that matches your TV's input jacks: 

a. Best Analog Connection: S-Video 

Connect an S-Video cable (not supplied) to the S-VIDEO jack on the back of the HDTV Tuner. Connect the other end of the cable 
to the S-Video input on the back of your monitor or TV. 

b. Composite Video Connection 

Connect a composite video cable to the VIDEO jack in the MONITOR OUT section on the back of the HDTV Tuner. Connect the 
other end of the cable to the composite video input on the back of your monitor or TV. 

4. Make the audio connection. 

Connect a pair of RCA-type cables to the AUDIO jacks in the COMPONENT OUT section of the back of your HDTV Tuner. Connect the 
other ends of the cables to the audio input jacks on the back of your TV, monitor (shown above) or audio receiver (not shown). Make 
sure you match the Left (white) output with the Left input and the Right (red) output with the Right input. 

See pages 8 and 9 for instructions on how to connect a digital audio receiver to your HDTV Tuner. 

5. Set the RESOLUTION SELECT switch to 480i. 

Note: You don't need to set the DTV OUT switch if you used the S-Video or composite video connection. 
See your monitor or TV user's guide for information regarding its native video resolution.

To watch DTV off-air broadcasts on your monitor (using the HDTV Tuner): 

For most RCA, GE or Proscan monitors or TVs: 

Press TV on the remote control that came with your HDTV Tuner. Then press the INPUT button on the remote. 
For brands other than RCA, GE or Proscan: 
Consult your TV Owner's Manual. 

If you cannot find your TV Owner's Manual, you will have to investigate. You might access the TV's video input channel by: 

• pressing a button on the TV's remote control, the HDTV Tuner's remote control or on the front of the TV (see box below) 

• finding it through the TV's menu system 

• tuning directly to it by pressing a specific channel number (see box below) 

• going through all channels in the list by pressing the channel up or down buttons on the TV (see box below)

Once you've found the video input channel you want, press the HD TUNER 
button on the HDTV Tuner's remote and use the number buttons to tune the 
HDTV Tuner to the desired channel. 



Advanced Audio Connection: HDTV Tuner + Digital Audio Receiver 

Cable: Either Optical or Coaxial Digital Audio 

Use this connection to take advantage of Dolby Digital quality sound, when available. 

Your HDTV Tuner's digital output jacks can output digital audio signals in either PCM or Dolby Digital format (depending on your 
selection in the Sound setup menu; see page 28 for more information). These jacks are designed for connection to an external digital 
audio receiver/decoder. 

Older equipment, some of which is not fully compliant with IEC958, may not be compatible with Dolby Digital. If the digital audio 
output is connected to a receiver that cannot decode Dolby Digital signals, set the Digital Audio Output setting in the Sound menu to 
PCM (see page 28 for further details).

Making the Connection 

Connect one end of either an optical digital audio cable or a coaxial digital audio cable (you do not have to connect both) to the 
corresponding digital audio output jack on the HDTV Tuner, and to the corresponding digital audio input jack on a Dolby Digital or 
PCM-only receiver or decoder. 

Using Your Component 

After you connect your HDTV Tuner to your digital audio receiver/decoder, you must select Digital Audio Output from the Sound setup 
menu (press the remote control's HD TUNER button, then the MENU button, then select Setup, Sound, and Digital Audio Output). Use the 
remote control's arrow and OK buttons to select PCM or Dolby Digital in order for the receiver to recognize the digital audio connection. 
Select Dolby Digital if you've connected the HDTV Tuner to a Dolby Digital-capable receiver/decoder. Select PCM if your digital audio 
receiver is not Dolby Digital capable. For more information, see Sound Setup on page 28. 



Place Batteries in the Remote Control 

Follow these steps whenever you need to install or change the batteries in your HDTV tuner's 
remote control. 

1. Remove the cover from the battery compartment by pushing it down and sliding it. 

2. Insert batteries in the battery compartment, matching the + and - end of each battery. 

3. Replace the cover. 

Note: When replacing old batteries, you may need to reprogram the remote control to operate other 
devices. Avoid pressing any of the remote control buttons while you're replacing old batteries. If you 
press a remote control button while replacing batteries, you might need to reprogram the remote 
control to operate other devices. 

Plug in and Turn on the HDTV Tuner 

Plug the end of the power cord into the wall outlet. Be sure to insert the plug completely. 

To turn on the HDTV tuner, press the HD TUNER button on the remote control or the POWER button on the front panel. If your TV brand 
is RCA, GE, or Proscan, you can usually press the TV button on the remote control to turn on the TV. If your TV brand is not RCA, GE, 
or Proscan, see page 13 in the next section, Using the Remote Control, for details on programming the HDTV Tuner's remote control to 
operate your TV.

Automatic Channel Search 

Once you've set up and connected your HDTV Tuner, you should have the tuner search for all of the digital (off-air) and cable channels 
it's currently receiving. Your HDTV Tuner stores a separate channel list for off-air digital channels (from the AIR jack) and a separate 
list for your cable channels (from the CABLE jack) - but you have to search for the channels first. Please note that you should have an 
antenna and/or cable signal connected to the AIR and/or CABLE jack on the HDTV Tuner when you perform an auto channel search.

6. In the next screen, press OK with Confirm highlighted to begin the Auto Channel Search. 

The channel search usually takes a few minutes to find and store all of the digital or cable 
channels your tuner is currently receiving. 

When the HDTV Tuner finishes its channel search on the current input, you can 
start building the list of your favorite channels on that input (see page 19 for more 
information). Of course, if you don't know your favorite channels yet, you can skip this 
step now and come back to it later. 

7. Once the channel search has completed, press CLEAR to clear all HDTV Tuner menus from 
the screen. 

8. Repeat steps 1 through 7 for the other input (AIR or CABLE). 

Note: You can still tune to channels that aren't in your HDTV Tuner's memory by entering the 
channel number directly using the number buttons on your remote control. 

You can also add or delete channels to/from your channel list by pressing the ADD/DEL button 
on your remote while the HDTV Tuner is tuned to the desired channel (see page 19 for more 
information). 
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Setting the Time and Date (Auto Time Setup) 

Your HDTV Tuner uses the signal from a digital channel to set the time automatically. So, in order to set the time on your HDTV Tuner, 
you need to make sure you're tuned to a digital channel (on the AIR input) that you have no trouble receiving.

Remote Control Buttons 

These two pages give you a quick review of the buttons on your remote control. 

Before the HDTV Tuner's remote control can operate your TV, VCR, DVD player, satellite 
receiver, cable box or audio receiver, you must first program the remote control to 
operate that device. See Programming the Remote Control later in this section. 
(0-9) Number Buttons Press the number buttons to tune to a channel. 
ADD/DEL Press this button in HD TUNER mode to add or delete the HDTV Tuner's 
currently tuned channel to/from the current input's channel list. For more information, 
go to page 19. 

ANTENNA Switches between off-air and cable inputs in HD TUNER mode. If 
programmed, switches between TV and VCR signals in VCR mode (for some VCR brands), 
or between TV and satellite receiver signals in SAT»CABLE mode (for RCA satellite 
receivers). 

Arrows (up, down, left, right) Used to move through the HDTV Tuner's menu system 
and program guides. 

CAPTION While you're watching the HDTV Tuner, press this button to select from the 
available closed-captioning services (for digital channels), closed-captioning modes (for 
analog channels), or to turn closed-captioning off. See page 26 for more information on 
the types of closed-captioning available. 

CH+/- Changes channels on your HDTV Tuner or, if the remote control has been 
programmed, your TV or VCR. This button also works as a chapter/track skip button on 
some DVD players and audio components. 

CLEAR Removes any menu or display from the screen and returns you to normal 
viewing. 

FAV CH+ Press this button to go the next channel in your Favorite Channel list. See 
page 19 for information on how to set up and manage your Favorite Channel list. 

FORMAT Cycles through the screen formats available for your display type. See page 
27 for more information. 

FREEZE While you're watching programming from your HD tuner, press this button to 
take a still picture of the TV screen. Press FREEZE again (or change channels) to return 
to normal viewing (please note that you won't see the part of the program you missed 
while the picture was frozen). 

GO BACK Returns you to the previous channel. 

GUIDE In HD TUNER mode, pressing this button once displays the HDTV Tuner's on- 
screen program guide. Press GUIDE again to clear the guide from the screen. 

HD TUNER Puts the remote in HDTV Tuner mode so that it operates your HDTV Tuner 
(e.g. to change channels, access the guide, or get information about a program). 
This button also turns the HDTV Tuner on. Your remote control does not need to be 
programmed to operate your HDTV Tuner. 

INFO Displays the info banner for the current program. In the HDTV Tuner's menu system, 
pressing this button gives you more information about the currently highlighted item. 

INPUT In TV mode (if the remote is programmed to control your TV), this button toggles 
through the TV's available input sources. This button does not work with all brands of TVs. 

LED (Light-Emitting Diode) This light is illuminated with each valid button press. When 
programming the remote control, it flashes or turns on or off to indicate programming 
status. This light flickers if you press a button while the remote batteries are low. 

MENU In HD TUNER mode, accesses the HD tuner's on-screen menu. This button also 
returns you to the previous menu within the menu system. 

MTS (Multitrack Television Sound) Press this button to select from the available 
audio tracks for the program you're watching.

Chapter 2: Using the Remote Control 



MUTE Mutes or unmutes the TV audio (if the remote control has been programmed to control your TV). The VOL and MUTE button 
commands are transmitted in the format of either the TV or audio receiver (whichever one you were controlling before you switched to 
your current mode). 

OK Selects highlighted items in the on-screen menu. Provides more information (if available) on a highlighted program in the guide. 

ON'OFF In HD TUNER mode, turns the HDTV Tuner on or off. If the remote is in another mode (VCR, DVD, TV, SAT-CABLE, AUX) and 
programmed, it turns the component on and off. When pressed twice within two seconds, all components that are on are turned off (this 
feature only works with most RCA, GE, and Proscan products). 

REVERSE, PLAY, FORWARD, RECORD, STOP, PAUSE If programmed, provides transport control for some remote-controllable VCRs and 
DVD players. 

TV, VCR, DVD, SAT'CABLE, AUX These buttons tell your remote control which component to operate. For example, to start playing 
a DVD, you would press DVD, then press the PLAY button. These buttons are pre-programmed to work with most GE, RCA or Proscan 
components. You will need to program them to work with other brands. 

VOL up and down Adjusts the volume level of your TV or audio receiver (if the remote has been programmed to control your TV or 
audio receiver). You can control the volume when in TV, HD TUNER, DVD, SAT'CABLE, AUX or VCR mode. The VOL and MUTE button 
commands are transmitted in the format of either the TV or audio receiver (whichever one you were controlling before you switched to 
your current mode).

Programming the Remote Control 

The HDTV Tuner's remote can be programmed to control most brands of remote controllable 
components. The remote is already programmed to control most RCA, GE and Proscan 
components; it may need to be programmed to control other manufacturers' brands. 

Testing the Remote Control 

To determine whether the universal remote control needs to be programmed, turn on a 
component on, such as your TV, point the remote at the TV, and press the TV button. Then press 
the ON»OFF or CH + and CH - buttons to see if the TV responds to the remote commands. If not, 
the remote needs to be programmed. 

There are two ways to program the remote control: Automatic Code Search or Direct Entry. 
Using Automatic Code Search 

The following instructions can be used to program the remote to control many of the 
components connected to your TV. If you want to exit the automatic code search without 
programming any of your components, press the CLEAR button until the LED (red light) turns off. 

1. Turn on the component you want to control (VCR, TV, etc.) 

2. Press and hold the component button you want to program. While holding the component 
button, press and hold ON«OFF until the LED on the remote control turns on, then release 
both buttons. 

Note: The AUX button will only search through the codes for its default type of component (audio 
components) during the automatic code search. If you want to use this button for a different type 
of component - for example, a DVD player - then use direct entry to program the button. See the 
next page for more information. 



Continues on next page.. 
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3. Point the remote at the component, press and release PLAY, then wait five seconds or until the LED stops flashing. 

At this point the remote control is testing a set of 10 codes to operate the component. If, after five seconds, the component you 
want to control does not turn off, press and release PLAY again to tell the remote to test the next set of codes. 

Continue pressing and releasing PLAY (wait 5 seconds between presses, or until the LED stops blinking) until the component turns off 
or the LED on the remote turns off. If the LED turns off, then all codes for that particular component have been tested once (press 
PLAY to exit the Automatic Code Search). If the component does not turn off, then the remote can't be programmed to operate that 
component. 

IMPORTANT NOTES: 

• The HD TUNER button cannot be programmed. 

• This remote may not be compatible with all models of all brands of components. It also may not operate all functions of the remote that 
came with your component. 

If the component you want to control does turn off: 

1. Press and release REVERSE, then wait two seconds. Repeat this step until the component turns back on. 

2. To finish and save the change, press and hold STOP until the LED on the remote control turns off. 

Using Direct Entry 

1. Turn on the component to be programmed. 

2. Look up the brand and code number(s) for the component on the code list at the end of this section. 

3. On your remote control, press and hold the component button (TV, AUX, DVD, VCR, or SAT»CABLE) you want to program. 

4. While pressing the component button, enter a 4-digit code from the code list. If the LED flashes 4 times, then the code you've 
entered is not the right kind of code for that button (see pages 15-17 to see which buttons can be programmed to control the 
component you want). 

5. Release the component button, point the remote at the component and then press ON«OFF to see if the component responds to the 
remote control commands. If it doesn't, try pressing the component button and then ON»OFF (or other buttons on the remote) again. 

6. If you get no response, repeat these steps using the next code listed for your brand, until the component responds to the remote 
control commands. 

Operating Other Components 

Once the remote has been programmed successfully, you are ready to use it to operate your components. 
To Operate the Component: 

1. Press the component button (TV, VCR, DVD, HD TUNER, AUX, or SAT'CABLE) to set the remote to control the component. 

2. Press ON»OFF to turn the component on or off. 

3. Use the remote control buttons that apply to that component. 

Note: Your remote's buttons might operate differently for other components, especially when you'reusing another component's menu system. It 
also may not operate all functions of the remote that came with your component. 

Modes of Operation 

Because this universal remote can control several different components (DVD player, VCR, cable box, etc.) it uses operational modes 
triggered by the component buttons. For example, if you want the remote control to operate the TV, press the TV button to put the 
remote into TV mode. If you want the remote to operate the VCR, press the VCR button, and so on. 
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Code lists 

Use these lists to find the codes you need to program your HDTV Tuner's remote control to operate your other A/V devices. For brands 
with multiple codes listed, try the codes in order until you find one that works for your device.

Managing Your Channels 

Your HDTV Tuner has several different ways you can manage your channels - by adding and deleting channels from your main channel 
lists, and by building a separate list with only your favorite channels. 

Adding and Deleting Channels 

You can use the ADD/DEL button on your remote to add or delete channels from your channel lists. 

1. Press the HD TUNER button to make sure you're in HD TUNER mode. 

2. Make sure you're tuned to the input you want (AIR or CABLE). Press the INFO button if you're not sure. Press ANTENNA button to 
switch inputs. 

3. Use the number buttons to tune to the channel your want to add or delete. 

4. Press ADD/DEL to add or delete the current channel. If the channel is currently in the channel list, pressing ADD/DEL deletes the 
channel from the channel list. If the channel is not in the channel list, pressing ADD/DEL adds it to the channel list. 

Building Your Favorite Channel List 

Your HDTV Tuner can store two channel lists for each input. One is the regular channel list by pressing CH + or CH -. 

The second channel list available for each input on your HDTV Tuner is a list you compile - your Favorite Channels list. With the Favorite 
Channels lists, you can pick your favorite channels from the regular channel list for each input and put them in a more exclusive list. 
Then, you can go through your Favorite Channels list with the FAV CH+ button on your remote. 

To set up your Favorite Channel list: 

1. Make sure you're tuned to the input you want (AIR or CABLE). Press the INFO button if you're not sure. Press ANTENNA button to 
switch inputs. 

2. Press MENU on your remote. 

3. Use the arrow down button to highlight Channel, and press OK.

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4. In the Channel menu, highlight Favorite Channels and press OK.

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Rating Limits 



The Rating Limits menu involves software (referred to as V-Chip) inside your HDTV Tuner which lets you program your tuner so it won't 
display certain programs and movies based on violence, sex, or other content you may believe children should not view. Once you block 
programs, you or other adults can unblock programs by entering a password to unlock video or enter the password to edit the settings in 
the Rating Limits menu. By default, the settings are configured to allow all programs to appear, so if you don't want to use this feature, 
you can just ignore it. 



The V-Chip software reads a code that most broadcasters send with programs. That code tells the software the program's age-based 
rating (TV-MA, TV-14, etc.) and content themes [(Violence (V), Adult Language (L), etc.)]. If you have blocked the rating and/or content 
themes that the program contains when you tune to a program whose rating exceeds the rating limit you set, you will be prompted to 
enter a password in order to see the program. 

Broadcasters are not required to provide content themes, so programs received with no content themes will not be blocked. Some 
programs and movies are unrated (such as certain news or sports programs) and cannot be blocked by the HDTV Tuner. 

Customizing or Changing Your Password 

Before setting rating limits for the first time, you should choose a new password to replace the HDTV Tuner's default password. Follow 
these same steps anytime you want to change your password. 

To customize or change your password: 

1. Press MENU on your remote. 

2. Use the arrow down button to highlight Lock, and press OK.

Blocking and Unblocking Movie Ratings 

The Rating Setting screen has two columns of ratings - the first is for movies. You set movie (MPAA) rating limits by blocking movies 
rated above a specified rating. 

To block a movie rating: 

1. In the Rating Setting menu, use the arrow buttons on your remote control to highlight the lowest rating you'd like to block for 
movies (in the left column on the screen). 

For example, if you only want your child to watch movies that have a PG rating and lower (in other words, movies rated PG and G), 
then you could automatically block out all other movies with higher ratings by highlighting the rating status button corresponding 
to PG-13. 

2. Press OK to block the highlighted rating along with all ratings below it on the screen. 

All of the blocked ratings have a lock icon next to them. (See the next page for information about individual movie and TV ratings.) 

Note: The Rating Control will not block unrated programs or movies.

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To unblock a movie rating: 

1. In the Rating Setting menu, highlight the rating you want to view. 

2. Press the OK button to change the button from blocked to unblocked. 

V-Chip TV Ratings 

The V-Chip TV Rating lets you decide which TV programs can and cannot be viewed based on age-based and content-based ratings. The 
following table gives more information about how the two are related. 



Age-Based 
Rating 


Description and Content Themes for Age-Based Ratings 


TV-MA 


Mature Audience Only. Specifically designed to be viewed by adults and may be unsuitable for 
children under 1 7. It contains one or more of the following content themes: crude indecent language 
(L), explicit sexual activity (S), or graphic violence (V). 


TV- 14 


Parents Strongly Cautioned. Contains some material that many parents would find unsuitable for 
children under 14. Parents are strongly urged to exercise greater care in monitoring this program and 
are cautioned against letting children under the age of 14 watch unattended. This program contains 
one or more of the following content themes; intensely suggestive dialogue (D), strong coarse language 
(L), intense sexual situations (S), or intense violence (V). 


TV-PG 


Parental Guidance Suggested. Contains material that parents may find unsuitable for younger 
children. Many parents may want to watch it with their younger children. The program contains one or 
more of the following content themes: some suggestive dialogue (D), infrequent coarse language (L), 
some sexual situations (S), or moderate violence (V). 


TV-G 


General Audience. Most parents would find this program suitable for all ages. It contains little or no 
sexual dialogue (D) or situations (S), no strong language (L), and little or no violence (V). 


TV-Y7 


Directed to Children 7 years and older. Designed for children ages 7 and above. It may be more 
appropriate for children who have acquired the developmental skills needed to distinguish between 
make-believe and reality. Themes and elements in this program may include mild fantasy violence (FV) 
or comedic violence, or may frighten children under the age of 7. 


TV-Y 


All Children. Themes and elements in this program are designed for a young audience, including 
children from ages 2-6. It is not expected to frighten younger children. 



Blocking or Unblocking Age-Based TV Ratings 

You can automatically block all program ratings above a specified age-based rating level. For example, if you only want your child to 
watch programs that have a TV-G rating and lower (in other words, you want the child to watch TV-G, TV-Y7, and TV-Y), then you need 
to block out higher ratings. 

To block TV programs above a certain age-based limit: 

1. Determine the lowest level rating you don't want the child to watch (see chart of age-based ratings above). 

2. In the Rating Setting menu, use the right arrow button to move to the TV column. 

3. Highlight the lowest rating you do not want the child to watch. In the example discussed above, you would highlight TV-PG, since 
the highest rating you want the child to watch is TV-G. 

4. Press the OK button to toggle between Unblocked and Blocked. The status for the rating listed to the right and all higher ratings 
automatically change to Blocked (with a lock icon). 

Note: The Rating Control will not block unrated programs or movies. 
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To unblock TV programs above a certain age-based limit: 

1. Determine which blocked rating you want to view. 

2. In the Rating Setting menu, use the right arrow button to move to the TV column. 

3. Use the up and down arrow buttons to highlight the blocked rating (with a lock icon). 

4. Press the OK button to unblock the rating (the lock icon disappears). 

Notes: The content status fields corresponding to the unblocked rating become unblocked as well. They and the age-based rating status are 
the only fields that automatically change back to unblocked when you complete this process.

Blocking or Unblocking Content Themes 

You can block programs based on their content. When you block a content 
theme for a particular rating, you automatically block that content theme for 
higher rated programs as well. For example, if you do not want your child to 
watch programs that have adult language (L) rated TV-PG or higher, then you 
could block out all programming TV-PG and above containing adult language. 

To block program content: 

1. Determine the lowest level of content you don't want the child to watch. 

2. In the Rating Setting menu, use the right arrow button to move to the TV 
column. 

3. Use the up and down arrow buttons on the remote to highlight the age- 
based ratings that correspond with the lowest content you do not want the 
child to watch. (In the example above, you would highlight TV-PG.) 

4. Press the right arrow to move to the content field (FV, D, L, S, or V\. 

5. Press the OK button to change content status from unblocked to blocked 
(with a lock icon). All higher ratings' content themes are blocked. 

Notes: Broadcasters are not required to provide content themes or age-based 
ratings. 

To unblock program content: 



Determine the content themes you want to unblock. 

In the Rating Setting menu, use the left and right arrow buttons to move to 
the TV column. 

Use the up and down arrow buttons to highlight the age-based rating whose 
content theme you want to unblock. 

Press the right arrow button to move to the content field. 

Press the OK button to change its status back to unblocked. In the example, 
your child would then be able to watch programs with TV-14 adult language 
content, but not programs with TV-PG or TV-MA language content. 

Note: Only the content theme status corresponding to TV- 14 (L) language changes 
to unblocked. Higher rated content themes, such as that for TV-MA language, do 
not change. 
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Using On-Screen Menus 

To display the Main menu, press MENU on the remote control. To use the menu system, you need to use the remote control's (or front 
panel's) arrow buttons to highlight your on-screen choice, then use the OK button to select it. 

Note: If the HDTV Tuner's Main menu doesn't appear when you press MENU, the remote control might not be in HD TUNER mode. Try pressing the 
HD TUNER button on the remote, and then MENU.

Favorite Channels The Favorite Channel list is described in detail in Chapter 3. See page 19 
for more information. 

Fine Tune Channel (for analog channels only) Lets you make small adjustments to the 
tuning of analog channels. Make sure you're tuned to an analog channel (you can't fine tune 
digital channels). Use the up and down arrows to choose either Auto or Manual. 

Auto searches automatically for the current analog channel's strongest signal and fine 
tunes the channel accordingly. 

Manual allows you to search for the current analog channel's strongest signal using the 
slider in the Fine Tuning screen. Press OK to choose Manual, then use the left and right 
arrow buttons on your remote control to adjust the tuning of the analog signal. 

Signal Strength (for digital channels only) Unlike analog channels, which can vary in 
reception quality from "snowy" to clear, digital (HDTV) channels have either excellent 
reception quality or no reception at all. So, unlike analog channels, you can't fine tune 
digital channels. You can, however, adjust your antenna to improve the reception of digital 
channels in your area. The HDTV Tuner's built-in digital signal meter shows the strength of 
the digital signal for the current channel. Make sure you're tuned to the AIR input (the signal 
meter only works with digital channels). The signal meter shows the digital signal strength 
for the current channel. Experiment with the placement of your antenna to get the strongest 
signal you can find. 

Note: At times the signal meter displays the message "No Signal" even when a signal is 
present. This is due to irregularities in the signal being broadcast. Contact the TV station 
responsible for the broadcast for more information.

Analog TV Captions Displays a choice list that lets you choose which captioning mode is 
used for displaying captioning information for analog broadcasts. If you are unsure of the 
differences among the modes, you may prefer to leave the closed captioned mode set to CC1, 
which displays complete text of the program in the primary language in your area. 

Digital TV Captions Offers a maximum of six different services. Each service may offer 
a different language or even different content, depending on what's being broadcast. The 
default setting is Service 1. 

Notes: You can also use the CAPTION button on your remote to switch between available caption 
service options (or to turn captions off). Not all caption services are available for all broadcasts. 

Closed captioning is not available on all channels at all times. Only specific programs encoded with 
closed-captioning information are applicable. When a program is closed captioned, the caption 
icon appears in the info banner (see page 18 for more information). 

Digital TV Captions Info Offers information on the languages available for digital captions, 
as well as information about the availability of "Easy Reader" captions (usually a simplified 
version of the regular captions). Note that the information in the Digital TV Captions Info 
screen depends on the information provided by the broadcaster along with the captions. 
The information may be incomplete or may not match the languages or formats actually 
provided. 

Digital TV Captions Font Lets you customize the following aspects of digital closed 
captioning: 

Size Allows you to set the size of the caption text to Default, Small, Standard or Large. 
The Default setting uses the size sent by the broadcaster. 

Style Allows you to change the font of the caption text to one of nine options (Style 0 
to Style 7, and Default). The Default setting uses the style sent by the broadcaster. 

Background Takes you to a submenu which allows you to set the color of the 
background (Background) behind the captioning text as well as for the text itself 
(Foreground). The options are Default, White, Black, Red, Green, Blue, Yellow, Magenta, or 
Cyan. The Default setting uses the background sent by the broadcaster. 

Note: The Foreground and Background settings cannot be set to the same color. 

Opacity Takes you to a submenu which allows you to set the opacity of the background 
(Background) behind the captioning text as well as for the text itself (Foreground). The 
options are Default, Solid, Translucent and Transparent. The Default setting uses the 
opacity setting sent by the broadcaster. 

Edge Style Allows you to set the appearance of the edges of the caption text to one 
of seven options (Style Oto Style 5, and Default). The Default setting uses the edge style 
sent by the broadcaster.

Screen Format 

Your HDTV Tuner can output a variety of screen formats. In Chapter 1, you chose the aspect 
ratio that best matches your monitor or TV (see page 11 for more information). Now you can 
choose how you'd like to view programs that are broadcast in a different aspect ratio. 

In the Screen Format menu, you can set the correct screen ratio for your monitor if you 
haven't already (see page 11 for information). Choose either 4:3 or 16:9. 

After choosing the correct screen ratio, use the up and down arrows to choose the screen 
format you want (your choices depend on the aspect ratio you chose). Your choices follow.

If you have a 4:3 monitor: 

Letterbox Shrinks a 16:9 image so that it fits on a 4:3 screen in its 
entirety and in its original aspect ratio. The top and bottom of the 
screen are empty.

Note: This option is not available if you've set the resolution switch on the 

back panel to 1080i. Full is automatically selected. 
Full Stretches a 16:9 image vertically so that it fits on a 4:3 screen in 
its entirety and fills the entire 4:3 screen. The horizontal scale of the 
image remains the same. 

Zoom The 16:9 image is shown unaltered, but the left and right 
portions of the image are cropped (or cut).

16:9 screen. The vertical scale of the image remains the same. For 
16:9 broadcasts, this setting displays the image in its original format 
and aspect ratio. This is the default setting for 16:9 broadcasts. 
Zoom The 4:3 image is magnified so that it fills the screen 
horizontally. The top and bottom of the image are cropped (or cut). This 
setting is not available for 16:9 broadcasts. 
Notes: You can also use the FORMAT button on your remote control to 
switch between the available screen formats. 

Some screen formats may not be available depending on the broadcast 
signal and the screen ratio you've selected. 

Certain screen format options may not be available depending on how 
you've set the Resolution Select switch on the back of the tuner, as well as 
on how the current program is being broadcast.

Sound Setup 

Analog MTS (for analog channels only) Displays a choice list for Multitrack Television 
Sound (MTS) from analog broadcasts. Use the up and down arrow buttons to choose Stereo, 
Mono or SAP (Second Audio Program), and press OK. The audio options available vary 
depending on the program. 

Digital Audio Language Displays a choice list to set a default option for multitrack audio 
from digital broadcasts. Use the up and down arrow buttons to choose the language you 
want to hear (if available), and press OK. The audio languages available vary depending on 
the program. 

Note: You can also use the MTS button on your remote control to switch between the available 
audio tracks for both audio and digital broadcasts. 

Digital Audio Output Displays a choice list of the available output options for digital audio. 
Use the up and down arrow buttons to choose the digital audio format that best suits your 
digital audio receiver - Dolby Digital or PCM. 

Sound Logic Sound Logic helps reduce the difference in volume between channels, so that 
you don't get any sudden increases going from a relatively quiet channel to a loud one. In 
the Sound Logic menu, use the up and down arrow buttons on the remote to choose On or 
Off. 



Video Noise Reduction (for analog channels only) 

Occasionally, analog broadcasts might have ghosting or static, possibly due to a weak signal. Your HDTV Tuner has a Video Noise 
Reduction feature to try to optimize your picture in such cases. In the Video Noise Reduction menu, use the up and down arrow buttons 
on the remote to choose On or Off. Press OK to select. 
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Troubleshooting 

If you have a problem with the HDTV Tuner, there are several possible solutions you should try before calling a service technician. 

HDTV Tuner will not turn on 

• Check to make sure it is plugged in. 

• Check the wall receptacle (or extension cord) to make sure it is "live" by plugging in something else (like a lamp). 

• Maybe batteries in remote control are "dead." 

• Maybe remote control is not aimed at remote sensor. 

• Make sure there is a clear path between the remote and the HDTV Tuner's remote sensor. 
Blank screen 

• The HDTV Tuner may be hooked incorrectly to the TV. Press the INFO button on the tuner's front panel to see if the info display 
appears. If it does not, check the Connections ft Setup section for instructions about connecting your HDTV Tuner. 

Intermittent signal, or no signal at all 

• Try another channel. 

• Make sure the antenna is connected. 

• If you're using a powered antenna, turn its power booster on. You may also want to rotate the antenna for a stronger signal, using 
the LED indicator on the front of your tuner as a guide. 

• Weather conditions might be affecting your reception. Wait several minutes for the conditions to change and check the signal 
strength (see page 25 for more information). 

• If you're consistently having reception problems with one or more local stations, you may want to try either using a larger antenna 
or mounting the antenna higher than it is currently. 

I can't access rating limits, or I've forgotten my password. 

• If this is the first time you've used rating limits, try the default password ("0000"). 

• If you've forgotten your password, try resetting it. See Customizing or Changing Your Password on page 20 for instructions on how 
to reset your password. 

Problems with the remote control 

• Maybe something is between the remote control and the remote sensor. 

• Maybe the remote control is not in HDTV Tuner mode. Press the HD TUNER button so the remote will control the tuner. 

• Maybe the batteries in the remote control are weak, dead or installed incorrectly. Try replacing batteries. (Note that when you replace 
the batteries you may have to reprogram your remote to control other components.) IMPORTANT: Don't press any remote control 
buttons while replacing the batteries unless you are resetting the remote! If you press a remote control button while replacing the 
batteries, you may need to reprogram the remote to operate other components. Reprogramming may also be required if dead or 
weak batteries have been allowed to remain in the remote. 

• The remote may need to be reset. Remove batteries; press and hold the 1 button for at least 60 seconds to drain the microprocessor 
inside the remote control. Release number 1, replace the batteries, and (if necessary) reprogram the remote. 

• If you are trying to operate a component other than the HDTV Tuner that you have programmed the remote to operate, make sure 
you press the corresponding component button (DVD, VCR, etc.) first. 

Poor sound quality, or no sound. 

• Make sure audio connections are correct. See Chapter 2 for more information. 

• Try another channel - sometimes broadcasters have problems with DTV audio encoding. 

• Make sure your TV is not muted. 

• Separately, try both analog and diqital (coaxial, optical) audio connections, to see if either works. _ A .

• If you're using a component video cable to connect your tuner to your monitor, make sure that you've connected the ends properly

Back Panel Jacks and Switches (in alphabetical order) 



AIR Connect a standard TV antenna to the HDTV Tuner using this jack. 

Audio outputs (R and L) - Monitor Out/Component Out RCA-type stereo audio cables offer stereo analog audio from these jacks. 
Connect a second set of audio cables to another component, such as a VCR or stereo receiver. 

CABLE 75Q Connect your cable outlet to the HDTV Tuner using this jack. 

Component Out (Y PB PR) Provides excellent picture quality, surpassing that of S-Video and composite video. Y Pr Pb jacks divide a 
video signal into three separate component video signals. You must also connect the left and right audio cables to the TV (or a digital 
audio cable to a digital audio receiver/decoder) because component video cables carry only the picture signal, not the sound. 

Digital Audio Out (Coaxial and Optical) Connects the HDTV tuner's audio to a Dolby Digital-capable or PCM-only receiver or decoder. 
This audio connection provides the best sound quality. Use either the optical or the coaxial digital audio output jacks (not both). 

DTV Out Select If you've made a digital connection (using the Component Out or DVI-HDTV jacks) between your HDTV Tuner and 
your monitor or TV, set this switch to match the connector you used. You don't need to set this switch for S-Video or composite video 
connections. 

DVI-HDTV/RGB Out Provides the HDTV Tuner's best picture quality. Use this jack to connect a DVI-HDTV-compatible high-definition 
monitor. This provides high-definition picture quality when high-definition broadcasts are viewed. You must also connect the left and 
right audio cables to the TV (or a digital audio cable to a digital audio receiver/decoder) because the DVI-HDTV cable carries only the 
picture signal, not the sound. 

If your monitor has an RGB input instead of a DVI-HDTV input, use the RGB to DVI-HDTV adapter (supplied) to connect an RGB- 
compatible high definition monitor. RGB connections provide high definition picture quality when high definition broadcasts are viewed. 
You must also connect the left and right audio cables to the TV (or a digital audio cable to a digital audio receiver/decoder) because the 
RGB cable carries only the picture signal, not the sound. 

RESOLUTION SELECT If you've used a composite video or S-Video connection between the HDTV Tuner and your monitor, set this 
switch to ANALOG (480i). If you've used a component video, RGB or DVI-HDTV connection between the HDTV Tuner and your monitor, 
set this switch to the highest DTV resolution setting your monitor or TV can support - 1080i, 720p or 480p (see your monitor or TV user's 
guide for information regarding its maximum video resolution). You can also use 480i with component video connections for analog 
monitors. 

S-VIDEO OUTPUT Provides better picture quality than the Monitor Out Video (composite) output. If you do not have an HD-ready 
monitor, but your TV has an S-Video jack, use it instead of a composite (yellow) video output to connect to your TV. You must also 
connect the left and right audio cables to the TV (or a digital audio cable to a digital audio receiver/decoder) because the S-Video cable 
carries only the picture signal, not the sound. 

For Service This jack is for use by service personnel only. Do not connect anything to this jack. 

VIDEO Use this jack if your TV does not have DVI-HDTV, RGB, component video or S-Video inputs. You must also connect the left and 
right audio cables to the TV (or a digital audio cable to a digital audio receiver/decoder) because the video cable carries only the picture 
signal, not the sound. 
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Explanation of Jacks, Cables and Adapters 

This section describes the jacks and cables you might use to make connections (cables must be ordered separately; see page 36 for 
information on how to order). There are several ways to connect components to your TV. Different jacks and cables provide a different 
level of performance. 

Antenna and Cable Inputs / Coaxial Cable (F-type) 

Use a coaxial cable to connect your off-air antenna to the HDTV Tuner's AIR input jack. Use a 
second coaxial cable to connect your cable outlet to the HDTV Tuner's CABLE input jack.

Audio (RCA-type) 

Audio cables provide analog stereo sound. The HDTV Tuner's audio jacks are color coded (red for 
right audio, and white for left audio). If your TV has only one input for audio (mono), connect 
it to the left (white) audio jack on the HDTV tuner. You can also connect a second set of audio 
cables to another component, such as a VCR or stereo receiver. 

Component Video 

The Component Video jacks provide excellent picture quality because the video is separated 
into three signals. To ensure maximum picture quality, use three video-grade cables for the 
connection. Remember to connect the left and right audio cables to the TV (or a digital audio 
cable to a digital audio receiver/decoder) because the component video cables carry only the 
picture signal, not the sound. 

Digital Audio Output (Optical or Coaxial Cable) 

If you own a digital audio receiver, use a digital audio cable (either optical or coaxial) to connect 
the HDTV Tuner to it. 

DVI-HDTV (Digital Visual Interface-High Definition Television) Connector 

DVI-HDTV is an uncompressed, digital video interface designed to deliver digital video in its 
native format. It supports the overlay of high-resolution graphics used by some program guides 
and interactive devices. Audio information is carried separately. Remember to connect the left 
and right audio cables to the TV (or a digital audio cable to a digital audio receiver/decoder) 
because the DVI-HDTV cable carries only the picture signal, not the sound. 

RGB (Red, Green, Blue) to DVI-HDTV Adapter 

RGB provides excellent picture quality, similar to the component video jacks, but in one 1 5-pin 
connector. Use the supplied RGB to DVI-HDTV adapter to connect your RGB cable (not supplied) 
to the HDTV Tuner's DVI-HDTV jack. Remember to connect the left and right audio cables to the 
TV (or a digital audio cable to a digital audio receiver/decoder) because the RGB cable carries 
only the picture signal, not the sound. 

S- Video 

S-Video jacks/cables provide very good picture quality (better than composite video). Remember 
to connect the left and right audio cables to the TV (or a digital audio cable to a digital audio 
receiver/decoder) because the S-Video cable carries only the picture signal, not the sound. 

Video (composite) 

Video cables provide basic picture quality and should be used if your TV has no S-video, 
Component Video, RGB or DVI-HDTV input jacks. Remember to connect the left and right audio 
cables to the TV (or a digital audio cable to a digital audio receiver/decoder) because the video 
cable carries only the picture signal, not the sound. 
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HDTV Tuner Front Panel 

If you cannot locate your remote control, you can use the buttons on the front panel of your HDTV Tuner to operate many of its 
features. The front panel also has power and digital signal indicators.
